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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-29 are pending. 

Claims 1, 6, 22, 23 and 28 are objected to for the inclusion of a blank line where the 

ATCC Accession number should be. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 1, 6, 22, 23 and 28, and claims 2-5, 7-21, 24-27 and 29 dependent thereon, are 
indefinite in the recitation of "seed of soybean line designated 0509243", given that a name does 
not clearly identify the claimed soybean cultivar and seed, and does not set forth the metes and 
bounds of the claimed invention. Since the name 0509243 is not known in the art, the use of said 
name does not carry art recognized limitations as to the specific characteristics or essential 
characteristics which are associated with that denomination. In addition, the name appears to be 
arbitrary and the specific characteristics associated therewith could be modified, as there is no 
written description of the soybean plant that encompasses all of its traits. Amending the claims 
to recite the ATCC deposit number would overcome the rejection. 

Claim 28 is indefinite in the recitation of "A method of modifying fatty acid metabolism 
or modified carbohydrate metabolism into soybean", since it is unclear what this means. 

Claims 28 and 29 are indefinite and confusing given that the claims state that the 
resulting plant will comprise "the nucleic acid molecule and has all of the physiological and 
morphological characteristics of soybean line 0509243 listed in Table 1". However, the 
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existence of the introduced nucleic acid molecule suggests that there would be at least one other 
characteristic or modified characteristic in the resultant plant, which would not be consistent with 
the wording of the claim. 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

The claims are drawn to hybrid soybean seeds and plants. The claims are drawn to 
hybrid soybean seeds and plants produced from said, wherein one of the parents is 0509243 and 
the other parent plant is not specified. The hybrid plants are not defined by genomic structure or 
by phenotypic characteristics, and it is unclear what characteristics of 0509243 would be present 
in the claimed hybrid seeds and plants. Due to the segregation and recombination of the parent 
genomes during meiosis, one cannot predict what traits or combinations of traits will be passed 
on to any given hybrid seed and plant. In fact, each hybrid seed derived from a cross between 
two genetically distinct parent plants will have unique combinations of characteristics. 
Therefore, the claimed invention lacks an adequate written description. 

See University of California v. Eli Lilly, 1 19 F.3d 1567, 43 USPQ 2d 1405 (Fed, Cir. 
1997), where it states: "[a] written description of an invention involving a chemical genus, like a 
description of a chemical species, 'requires a precise definition, such as by structure, formula, 
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[or] chemical name,' of the claimed subject matter sufficient to distinguish it from other 
materials " 

Therefore, given the lack of written description in the specification with regard to the 
structural and physical characteristics of the claimed compositions, one skilled in the art would 
not have been in possession of the genus claimed at the time this application was filed. 

Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Since the seed claimed is essential to the claimed invention, it must be obtainable by a 
repeatable method set forth in the specification or otherwise be readily available to the public. If 
a seed is not so obtainable or available, the requirements of 35 U.S. C. 112 may be satisfied by a 
deposit thereof. The specification does not disclose a repeatable process to obtain the exact same 
seed in each occurrence and it is not apparent if such a seed is readily available to the public. It 
is noted that applicants intend to deposit seeds for 0509243 at the ATCC, but there is no 
indication that the seeds have been deposited and there is no indication in the specification as to 
public availability. If the deposit of these seeds is made under the terms of the Budapest Treaty, 
then an affidavit or declaration by the applicants, or a statement by an attorney of record over his 
or her signature and registration number, stating that the seeds will be irrevocably and without 
restriction or condition released to the public upon the issuance of a patent would satisfy the 
deposit requirement made herein. A minimum deposit of 2500 seeds is considered sufficient in 
the ordinary case to assure availability through the period for which a deposit must by 
maintained. 

If the deposit has not been made under the Budapest Treaty, then in order to certify that 
the deposit, meets the criteria set forth in 37 CFR 1.801-1.809, applicants may provide assurance 
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of compliance by an affidavit or declaration, or by a statement by an attorney of record over his 
or her signature and registration number showing that 

(a) during the pendency of the application, access to the invention will be afforded to the 
Commisioner upon request; 

(b) all restrictions upon availability to the public will be irrevocably removed upon 
granting of the patent; 

(c) the deposit will be maintained in a public depository for a period of 30 years or 5 
years after the last request or for the enforceable life of the patent, whichever is longer; (d) the 
viability of the biological material at the time of deposit will be tested (see 37 CFR 1.807); and 

(e) the deposit will be replaced if it should ever become inviable. 



In addition, with regard to claim 20, the specification does not provide support for 
transforming the claimed soybean plant with a transgene encoding a stearyl-ACP desaturase, but 
rather teaches transforming the claimed soybean plant with DNA encoding an antisense sequence 
of a stearyl-ACP desaturase. Amendment of the claim to reflect what is disclosed in the 
specification would overcome the rejection. 

Double Patenting 

3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection is 
appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined application 
claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined application 
claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., 
In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re 
Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 
619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) may 
be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
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ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to be commonly owned 
with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of activities undertaken within the 
scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 CFR 
3.73(b). 

Claims 1-29 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory double patenting over claims 1-18 
of U. S. Patent No. 6,777,594 since the claims, if allowed, would improperly extend the "right to 
exclude" already granted in the patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is folly disclosed in the patent and is 
covered by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming common subject matter, 
as follows: the claimed plants and seeds appear to be the same as those already patented in U. S. 
Patent No. 6,777,594, given the characteristics set forth in the specification. 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant was prevented from presenting 
claims corresponding to those of the instant application during prosecution of the application 
which matured into a patent. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158 USPQ 210 (CCPA 1968). 
See also MPEP § 804.

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102 (b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as obvious over U.S. Patent 6,235,978. 

Applicants have claimed 0509243 soybean and a hybrid plant produced by crossing 
0509243 soybean with a different soybean plant. However, it appears that the claimed plants and 
seeds are the same as the prior art soybean cultivar of U.S. Patent 6,235,978, given that each has 
the same characteristics, including: Roundup resistance, purple flowers, brown hilum, and tan 
pod, for example. Alternatively, if the claimed plants and seeds of 0509243 are not identical to 
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the soybean of U.S. Patent 6,235,978, then it appears that the soybean of U.S. Patent 6,235,978 
only differs from the claimed plants and seeds due to minor morphological variation, wherein 
said minor morphological variation would be expected to occur in different progeny of the same 
cultivar, and wherein said minor morphological variation would not confer a patentable 
distinction to 0509243. Thus the claimed invention was prima facie obvious as a whole to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time it was made, if not anticipated by U.S. Patent 6,235,978 
soybean. 

Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102 (b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as obvious over U.S. Patent 6,777,594. 

Applicants have claimed 0509243 soybean and a hybrid plant produced by crossing 
0509243 soybean with a different soybean plant. However, it appears that the claimed plants and 
seeds are the same as the prior art soybean cultivar of U.S. Patent 6,777,594, given that each has 
the same characteristics, including: Roundup resistance, purple flowers, brown hilum, and tan 
pod, for example. Alternatively, if the claimed plants and seeds of 0509243 are not identical to 
the soybean of U.S. Patent 6,777,594, then it appears that the soybean of U.S. Patent 6,777,594 
only differs from the claimed plants and seeds due to minor morphological variation, wherein 
said minor morphological variation would be expected to occur in different progeny of the same 
cultivar, and wherein said minor morphological variation would not confer a patentable 
distinction to 0509243. Thus the claimed invention was prima facie obvious as a whole to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time it was made, if not anticipated by U.S. Patent 6,777,594 
soybean.
